The T erm Dees Not Necessarily Indi 
cate Terrific Slaughter. 
Many of the phrases of w ar are mis­ 
leading to the reader who is ignorant 
of the technical meaning of military 
terms. T hat is the case with the words 
“annihilated’* and “destroyed.” 
The 
breathless reader learns with horror 
that "an entire division was destroyed 
while attem pting to storm the forts at 
A.," or that “a regiment of cavalry, 
while reconnoitering on the flank of 
tho enemy, was annihilated.” 
He im­ 
agines a terrible scene of slaughter in 
which ail, or virtually all, the soldiers 
are left dead on the field. 
The truth, however, is quite differ­ 
ent. 
By no means was every soldier 
or every trooper killed; the division or 
regiment was destroyed or annihilated 
as an organization or effective fighting 
unit. 
In time of w ar men fight, not as in­ 
dividuals, but as parts of a fighting 
unit. 
That) unit may be a regiment, 
a division or an army corps. 
In order 
to be of any real use those organiza­ 
tions must be maintained. 
When the 
organization is broken up the individ­ 
ual soldiers who compose it, no m at­ 
ter how brave they may be personally, 
degenerate into a m o b /aud. as a mob 
or mere disorganized collection of men. 
they are unable to attack rive enemy, 
and usually unable to make any de­ 
fense against attack. 
So, when the organization is thus 
broken, it is said to be annihilated or 
destroyed, although perhaps only a 
small part of the soldiers have actually 
been killed or wounded. 
Indeed, it Is 
rare that a fighting unit survives the 
loss of more than IO per cent of its 
men. 
That is because the mortality 
Of officers is always higher than that 
among the privates, aud when nearly 
half of its officers are killed or wound­ 
ed the organization generally goes to 
pieces. 
In such a case the men go to 
the rear as individuals or in such order 
as they can maintain. There they must 
remain until tile organization is recruit­ 
ed. reofflceretl aud reorganized. 
Until 
that is doue they are useless for war. 
Iii the Boor war General 
Buller, 
with an army of some 40,000 men, a t­ 
tacked the Boers at the Tugela river. 
Ile was defeated aud lost about 3,500 
men, killed aud wounded—-less than 
one-tenth of his whole army. 
Yet his 
army was said to be destroyed, as, in 
fact, it was 
\ ft cr t h e de f ea t it hud 


lost an organization and virtually de­ 
generated into a mob. 
It had to re­ 
treat about twenty miles, where it 
would be safe from Boer attacks, and 
there it lay for several months unable 
to make a single move until it was 
recruited, reofficered, re-euforced aud. 
most of all, reorganized.—Youth’s Com­ 
panion.

The Term Dees Not Necessarily Indi­ 
cate Terrific Slaughter. 
Many of the phrases of war are mis­ 
leading to the reader who is Ignorant 
of the technical meaning of military 
terms. That Is the case with the words 
"annihilated* and "destroyed.” 
The 
breathless render loams with horror 
that "au entire division was destroyed 
while attempting to storm the forts at 
A.," or that "a regiment of cavalry, 
while reconnoitering on the flank of 
the enemy, was annihilated.” 
Ile Im­ 
agines a terrible scene of slaughter in 
which all, or virtually all, the soldiers 
are left dead on the field. 
The truth, however, is quite differ­ 
ent. 
By no means was every soldier 
or every trooper killed; the division 01 
regiment was destroyed or annihilated 
as an organization or effective fighting 
unit 
In time of war men fight, not as in 
dividual*, but ag parts of a fighting 
unit. 
That, unit may be a regiment, 
a division or an army corps. 
In order 
to be of any real use those organiza­ 
tion* must be maintained. 
When the 
organization is broken up the Individ­ 
ual soldiers who com J nose it, tio mat 
ter how brave th o may be personally, 
degenerate into a mob,'aud, as a mob 
or mere disorganized collection of men. 
they are unable to attack the enemy, 
and usually unable to make any de 
fease against attack. 
So, when the organization Is thus 
broken, It is said to be annihilated or 
destroyed, although perhaps only a 
small part of the soldiers have actually 
been killed or wounded. 
Indeed, it Is 
rare that a fighting unit su n'ive* the 
loss of more than IO i>er cent of its 
men. 
That is because the mortality 
of officers is always higher than that 
among the privates, aud when nearly 
half of its officers are killed or wound­ 
ed the organization generally goes to 
pieces. 
In such a case the men go to 
the rear as individuals or in such order 
as they can maintain. There they must 
remain until the organization is recruit­ 
ed, reoffioerod aud reorganized. 
Until 
that is done they are useless for war. 


I i i 
tho Boer War General Buller. 
w ith an army of some Jn.ooo men. at­ 
tacked the Boers at the Tugela river. 
lie was defeated aud lost about 3,500 
men, killed aud wounded—less than 
ouo-ten th of his whole army. 
Yet his 
army was said to be destroyed, as, in 
fact, it wa* 
Vfier the defeat it had 


lost an organization and virtually de­ 
generated into a mob. 
It had to re­ 
treat about twenty miles, where it 
would be safe from Boer attacks, and 
there it lay for several months unable 
to make a single move uutil it was 
recruited, reofficered, re-euforced aud. 
most of all, reorganized.—Youth’s Com­ 
panion.

ZOLLMAN EXPLAINS THE CASE 


Say8 Protracted Litigation May Fol­ 
low, Provided Special Agent Lar­ 
son Goes Still Further 


If federal agents confine their ac­ 
tivities in enforcing the Indian t r e a t y 
lid of 1855 to such towns as Bemidji, 
Walker, Cass Lake, Bena aud Bill 
Club, it is likely they will meet with 
no opposition from the State Brewers 
association and the Business Men’s 
Treaty committee, of which Mayer 
v ictor Powell of Hibbing, is chair-, 
man. 
If Special Agent ll. A. Larson, rep 
resenting Cato Sells, commissioner of 
Indian affairs at Washington,, a t ­ 
tempts to extend the application of 
the supreme court decision of June 8 
to cities unfrequented by the Indians, 
protracted litigation will ensue. 
This sum m ary of the situation was 
authorized yesterday (by Fred VV. Zoll- 
man, attorney for the Brewers’ asso­ 
ciation. 
Mr. Zollman contends 
that 
the 
United States supreme court in its 
decision in the- suit brought fry W. E. 
(Pussyfoot) Johnson, T. E. Brents 
and H. F. Coggeshall against Edwin 
emeralds, L. J. Krammer, 
Fred 
E. 
Brinkman and others applies only to 
Bemidji and new proceedings may be 
brought for towns not in Indian te r­ 
ritory. 
“ While the language of the s u ­ 
preme court decision indicates that 
tjie treaty of 1855 is in force, the 
court in the last paragraph of lls 
opinion confines its effect to Bemidji 
alone,’’ said Mr. Zollman. 
“ When the case was argued we as­ 
serted that the effect of a decision 
sustaining the treaty would include 
the entire territory and affect su'-li 
cities as Hibbing, Chisholm, B rain ­ 
erd, Grand Rapids and others distant 
from Indian localities and not subject 
to Indian visitations. 
“Assistant Attorney General W a l­ 
lace, who argued' t h e %matter for the 
government,, insisted th at the deci­ 
sion of t h e court, if the treaty was 
sustained, could and would only ap­ 
ply to Bemidji,” Mr. Zollman Con­ 
tinued. 
“ From the statement of Mr. W al­ 
lace and the .wording of the decision 
itself, the w arra nt under which Spac­ 
ial Agent Larson seeks to close the 
enlire territory is only inferential. 
The state should have absolute police 
ju risdic tion over this territory r o t 
contiguous to Indian settlements, and 
our efforts will be directed towards 
enforcing home rule in these sections 
without interference from federal in­ 
vestigators.”

A little grace w as granted them,

Stopping the hand car after it had 
Jolted over the frogs, he jum ped down, 
set the sw itch to shunt the pursuit off 
to th e spur, and leaped back upon 
the car. 
Hardly had they succeeded in work­ 
ing the hand car un round th e shoulder 
of the next bend when the special took 
the sw itch without pause and the roar 
o f its progress, shut off by an inter­ 
vening m ountain, w as suddenly stilled 
to a murmur. 
But even so. there w as neither rest
